HISTORY  0?  P/J:l{E  COUITTY 
1621-1236 

Parke  County,  situated  in  the  v.'cct  central  part  of  xhe  State,  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  irontcomery  and  Fountain  Counties,  on  the  east 
by  Kontgonery  and  Putnnn  Counties,  on  the  south  by  Vigo  and  Clay 
Counties,  and  on  thevest  by  VeiTr.illion  County.     It  has  an  area  of  447 
square  niles.  ' 

The  topocraphy  of  Parhe  County  is  principally  uplajid  divided  by 
several  streons,  only  about  one  sixth  of  the  surface  of  the  county 
ccnstitutinc  botton  land.     In  the  northv;est  section,  the  table-lands 
run  frori  Sugar  Creek,  v.-here  the  hills  rise  100  feet  or  nore  along  the 
stream,  to  the  V^abash  River.    Host  of  this  area  is  slightly  ur-dulating, 
The  central  portion  is  a  ridge  between  Little  Racoon  Creek  on  the  east 
and  Sugar  Creek  and  the  V/abash  on  the  west.     There  is  little  vrasteland 
in  this  area,  which  extends  as  far  south  as  Big  Racoon  Creek.  The 
southeastern  part  of  the  co\inty  consists  of  a  high  table-land  reaching 
from  Big  Racoon  Creek  to  the  county  line.    Both  branches  of  Rocky  Fork 
Creek,  running  tlirough  this  section,  have  cut  deep  chasr.s  between  high 
bluffs.     On  the  southvrest ^another  table-lojid  stretches  fron  Big  Racoon 
Creek  to  the  'A'abash;  this  is  a  less  useful  area  and  is  about  200  feet 
higher  than  the  V/abash. 

Of  the  Indian  tribes,  the  Illini  or  Illinois  were  probably  the 
first  to  occupy  or  claim  the  territory  v.-hich  is  navr  Parke  County. 
Apparently  they  v/ere  driven  out  by  the  Iroquis  Huror^^as  evidence  of 
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savage  battles  has  teen  found,  especially  alon^;  Sugar  Creel:.  The 
tribes  composing  the  r.iani  Confederacy,  the  T^.virht-.vees ,  Pianliashavrs , 
«Veas,  and  Shockeys ,  finally  tool:  possession  of  practically  the  v/hole 
of  tho  state  and  in  the  territory  of  present  Parke  County  -.vere  r.ost 
nunorous  along  Surar  and  Upper  Hr.coon  Creelcs.    The  Ilickapoos,  Dela- 
v;ares,  and  Shav.-nees  contested  their  clair.s  and  the  northern  secoicn 
of  this  territory,  especially  tho  hills  along  Sugar  Creek,  -.vas  again 
the  scene  of  fierce  conflicts.    However,  the  Iliaais  v/ere  never  con- 
quered by  these  tribes/cut  yielded  their  clai.^  to  rhe  v.-hiT:e  -jxr.  by 
treaty  and  purchase.    An  Irxlian  burial  ground  has  been  found  near 
Sugar  Croek  containing  over  one  hundred  graves,  and  one  rzLle  east 
of  Hcr.vard^  Indian  skeletons  have  been  found  buried  in  a  sitting 
position. 

Tho  territory  now  conposing  Parke  County  v.-as  added  to  ti:at  of  the 
United  States  Government  ar^  opened  for  -.vhite  settlenent  by  'c::o 
treaties.     On  October  2G,  1S09,  the  I'icrd  Confederacy  ratified  a 
treaty  signed  tho  previous  nonth  by  V/illiun  He^ry  Harrison,  Governor 
of  Indiarji  Territorj^,  and  the  Indiaris  at  Fort  V.'ayne.    TrJLs  treaty  pro- 
vided for  the  cession  of  all  larjis  in  the  state  still  hold  by  the 
Ir^ians  south  of  a  line  v.'hich  should  run  fro.-?,  the  corner  of  t'ne  old 
reser^-ation  on  ViTxite  Pdver  in  Jackson  County,  "fror.  the  Ten  C^Clock 
S\an  to  the  nouth  of  Pishev.-an"  or  Big  Racoon  Creek  in  Parke  County. 
This  boundary  vras  called  the  Ten  O'Clock  Line.     Tecuz.seh,  the' pov/er- 
ful  Shavmce  chief,  prevented  the  survey  of  this  line  and  the  lands 
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south  of  it,  and  it  y;c;s  only  after  the  Battle  of  Tir.pecanoo  and  several 
years  of  intercdtti^t  conflicts  v;ith  the  Indian^-  that  this  territory- 
\vtxG  opened  to  v/hite  settlement.    That  ir^.ense  area  north  of  the  "Ten 
O'clock  Line"  —  the  Xevr  Purchase  —  \vc,s  ceded  to  the  Government  "by  the 
Treaty  of  St.  i:ar^''s  on  October  2,  IGIS,  by  the  Ilieoni  Confederacy.  The 
Suj;?ir  Creek  Reservation,  vrhich  the  Indians  vrere  to  occupy  temporarily, 
and  t-.7o  sections  of  land  granted  to  Christmas  Dazney,  x  half-breeds 
"aria~hl-c"^i-Qtcr-,  '.vere  the  only  tracts  of  land  in  the  territory,  v.'hich 
became  tho  county,  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Indians.    The  Dazney 
farm  near  Stringtovm,  na-/  called  /Lrmicsburr,  was  held  by  this  family 
until  1G52. 

Tho  first  pormanont  v:hito  settler  in  v.'hat  is  nov;  Parke  County 
remains  to  this  day  a  disputed  question.    Accordinr^  to  some  authorities, 
Janes  i:cDoty  settled  on  rienry's  Prairie  sometime  in  1£1£;  others  ^ive 
the  honor  to  a  Dr.  Taylor,  who  is  supposed  to  have  built  a  cabin  on  the 
upper  end  of  Henr^^'s  Prairie  in  1317.    Jud^e  Joseph  'iTalker  settled  in 
v.'l'^t  is  now  Florida  Tc/mship,  near  the  present  tov.-n  of  i:ama^  in  161£. 
TTilliam  D.  Ilitchell,  long  prominently  indent  if  ied  vrith  Union  Tc.-.-nship, 
was  bora  in  Racoon  in  IClo,  shortly  after  his  parents  arrived  there. 
A  Robinson  fordly  moved  into  Parke  County  from  Fort  Harrison  tlie  same 
year.     Jomes  Kerr,  v/ho  bouciit  land  in  the  county  at  tho  early  sales  — 
in  1613  or  1817  —  did  not  became  a  permanent  settler  until  1S22. 
Captain  Andrev/  Brooks,  Indian  a^cnt,  interpreter,  and  trader,  and 
Channcey  Rose,  who  later  became  l^ic-m  as  a  distinguished  pioneer  and 
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philanthropist,  fomod  a  partnership  to  establish  a  mill,  s^ore,  and 
distiller;^'-  on  the  south  bend  of  Bic  Racoon  Creelc.     In  lolQ  they  start- 
ed constaruction  of  a  rdll  on  the  present  site  of  r:osedalc.  llany 
settlers  cair.e  to  tliat  part  of  the  county  north  of  the  "Ten  0' Clock 
Line"  before  the  land  v/as  placed  on  sale  in  the  fall  of  1S20.  ^tong 
the  first  to  locate  iri  this  re^^ion  v/ore  Jar.es  Henry  and  his  five  sens, 
J'olin  Doty,  Scnuel  Adams,  V/illian  llevins ,  and  Jacob  Bell.     John  Adaj;is, 
David  i::vans,  and  Boston  Den  located  at  the  forl:^  of  the  Hacoon  Crech. 

Parke  County  v/as  fomed  by  an  act  of  the  General  Asscr.bly  approved 
January/-  0,  1821.    This  for::.ation  affected  Vi-o  and  V:abash  Counties,  and 
tho  boundaries  of  the  ncv;  county  v/erc  legally  described  as  follov;s: 
"Becinning  of  tho  line  dividiiij:  the  cta-^cs  of  Indiana  and  Illinois, 
v/hero  tho  line  between  tOTrr.ships  thirteen  and  fo\irtcen  north  intersects 
the  scr\e,  thence  east  to  the  line  dividing  ranges  size  and  seven  vrest, 
of  the  second  principal  r.oridian,  tlicnce  nortl;  to  the  line  di\'lding 
tovmships  seventeen  and  eighteen  north  of  the  base  line,  thence  -.vest 
to  the  state  line,  dividing  the  states  of  Indiana  and  Illinois,  thence 
south  to  the  placo  of  beginning."     (Lav/s  of  Ir^diana,  1G20-21,  p.  65). 

VJhcn  Vemillicn  County  T.^as  forr.ed  January  2,  1824,  all  that  part 
of  Parho  County  vrost  of  the  V;abaf3h  River  \m3  tranaforrod  to  Vorr.llliOh. 
Another  act  of  the  stxie  date  attached  about  IS  square  miles  of 
l!ontgomeny  and  about  IOC  square  r.iilos  of  Putnan  Count;,*  to  Parl:e  County. 
The  act  provided  thx.t  "all  that  part  of  the  counties  of  I.lon^gonery 
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and  Putncjn,  lyinc  south  aiid  \rczt  of  the  rollcn'n.n^  boundary >  to  \;it: 
Bccinnin^  at  tho  corner  of  ta/nsliips  sevonteon  and  oi;;;htoen  north 
of  ranre  six  and  coven  v/est;  thence  east  alon^  tlic  tovmchip  lino,  to 
the  corner  of  sections  nuiabered  three  ar^  four,  in  tcr/mship  numbered 
seventeen  north,  of  ran^o  nunber  si:c  v.-est;  tlience  south  to  the  line 
dividing  ta.-.-nships    si:cteen  arjd  seventeen  north;  thence  east  v;ith  tho 
tov.-nship  line,  to  the  corner  of  ta.-mships  thirteen  and  fourteen,  and 
thonco  v/cst  to  the  present  boundary  of  ?arl;e  County."     (Lav/s  of  Indiana, 
1C23-24,  (special),  pp.  oS-S-l). 

Tho  county  v/as  naniea  in  honor  of  Benjanin  Parke,  T:ho  represented 
Indiana  Territory'-  in  Con;~;ross  for  tv;o  terns,  and  v/ac  the  first  judge 
of  the  United  States  District  Court  in  Indiana. 

The  first  officials  of  Parlze  County  v/erc  appointed  by  the  Governor 
to  or^anii^e  the  county  (jOverriT.ent  and  to  ser^/o  until  an  election  ".ras 
held.    Captain  Andrcv;  Broolzs  v.'as  Sheriff,  and  Janes  Blair  -.vas  Coroner; 
De::isoy  Soybold  and  Joseph  V.''alkGr  vrerc  appointed  Associate  Judges,  and 
lYallaco  Ray  was  naned  Clerk  arJ.  Recorder;  a  little  later  Jo!-n  Skidnore 
and  Ralston  vroro  corxiiss ioned  Jucticcs^arji  '.'.'illian  Clark  vras  appointed 
SurTcycr  but  did  not  qualify,  ar^d  Stephen  Collett  filled  tho  post. 
The  first  election  in  the  county  vj^as  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August  1C21,  at  tho  hone  of  Richard  Henry,  located  a  little  north  of 
the  county  lino  on  Jle-jxry^s  Prairie. 

Prior  to  the  tiivie  tho  locating  connissioners  had  selected  a  county'" 
seat,  the  tovms  of  Rosedale  and  Amicsbur<^  (so  noned  because  General 
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Vaillcn  Eomy  Harricon's  arpy  cca-pcd  thoro  ono  nicht  on  the  narch  to 
Tippecanoo  Cous:ty  in  ICll)  hcji  eorvod  as  tcrnporaiy  scats  of  Justice.  Ii 
February  102^,  tho  present  cite  of  Kocl^rillo  \ran  r^jr.cd  tho  coiinty  seat. 

Tho  firct  tera  of  court  vraa  held  In  tho  cabin  of  Scrx:ol  Blair  in 
Roccdalo;  ccrvotirio  botvracn  1G21  and  1C24,  tho  county  scat  Trza  moved  to 
/jnieebur^;,  end  at  lc:iGt  t^.^o  tcrrj  of  ocurt  vrorc  hold  tr.ere, 

Tho  firct  ccurtLouae  in  Parl^  Couiity  vnic  roady  for  occf.pancy  ia 
JUno  1C2G,    It  -was  a  lorj^o  los  structuro  Luilt  on  the  south  side  of 
tho  present  public  equriro  and  v.-as  alco  uccd  az  a  churcl^,    Tho  second 
oourthcuGO^  £  bricl:  building,  ttc^  ccnpictcd  xa  1G32  and  ims  ucod  until 
1C73.    2ho  "  corner  etcno  of  tho  third  ord  present  courtlicuso  ttos  laid 
Scptc=2bcr  11,  157a,  under  racorJLo  auoplcoc.    It  is  a  jtonc  structure  and 
was  ocjnpletcd  ct  a  cost  of  about  0110,000,

Parke  Co\mty,  ivlth  its  coxinby  soar'o  at  Roclcville,  is  a  political 
subdivision  of  the  Stato  of  Indiana,  enbodying  such  povrers  of  county 
government  as  have'  been  proscribed  by  lav;-*    The  legislative  z°-:ern±nQ 
body  for  Park©  County,  as  for  all  Indiana  counties,  is  the  State 
General  Assembly^    The  present  organization  of  coimty  government  is 
the  result  of  the  evolutionary  developnent  of  the  origiTial  constitution 
of  1816,  the  present  constitution  adopted  in  1851,  and  subsequent 
legislative  acts  of  the  General  Asse^ibly.    Parlre  County  v.-as  forxaed 
by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assa-jly,  January  9,  1821,  and  began  its 
legal  existence  April  2,  IS 21.
